A “hopeless case” of -juvenile-delinquency-came be- 
fore the Court at Central this morning and 


the Magistrate, Mr 


Hin-shing Lo, sentenced

socicty from the likes of his kind.” 


As he was sending the boy to

The 17-year-old youth was 
sentenced 1o two months, with 
the alternative of a $500 Wine for 
breach of a bond, cod etx 
months, In addition, for being a 
member of a triad society.

Though he had 
been an active member in this 
society, he had never risen 
above the staius of 49—com-, 
monly ‘known os lowest in the; 
“other ranks," 

He admitted that ticket scalp- 
Ing. had. not been so ‘profitable 
and. had changed his “profes- 
sion” to a pickpocket, 

Bound Over 
Continuing, Inspector P 
sald the dofendant wa inet 
nerested In August, 1956, in con- 
nection with is Hiegal acti- 
vities.
